Two tacancics were filled by sub- 
stitution, the power to do to hiving becu given 
by the primary niuotings, and there WM one ab- 
sentee, Mr. Armstrong of the Third Ward.— 
There w«r« 4'J delegates present and acting in 
the Convention. There were DO public noti- 
ce* for Assembly District CoDvoulioni in the 
district comprising the town* of Racine, Mt- 
Pleasant And Cnledonin, and in the district com- 
yrisinq the town* of Yorkville, Dover, Ray- 
mond ami Norway, iu Jiauiui! County. But at 
a County mi>eting at Ivcs Grove, last Saturday, 
called thru' the Racine Adcutate, nominally fur 
another purpose, ddvgatt-s woru appointed fur

80 that two acts of delegate* appeared from

The Convention referred the 


Baiter to ttxi delegates thrum-lves to settle du* 
'ng the reccim, but the Kacinn delegation in* 
«lste<l on the County intjfting dvlegiitft, nnd 
thu Haymond ilulegati'* left fur home, without 
returning to thu Convention. They were strong- 
ly in I'uvor of our nomination. The delegates 
from Grau>illo did not arnvu till nfter the mor- 
iiiiiK stutioii. 


Racine demanded the nominee n* her right,

Thirteen out of the 
seventeen delegate* from this county voted for 
us, two from Wnlworth and three from W«u- 
keiha County. On the 1mt ballot twelve dele- 
gates from Ihia county, the four delegates from 
Kenoaha, nnd two from Walworth voted for us; 
ten from Wulwurtb, eight from Kacine, five 
from Waiikesha, and four from Milwnukee vo- 
ted for Judge Spoonor; two from Waukmha 
voted for Mr. Sholos, and one frotu this county 
voted Tor him by mistake: and one from Wau- 
aeiha votml blank. In short, Milwaukee oud 
Kenoiba Count let voted for us, and Kacine, 
Wat worth and Waukeiha voted for Judge 
Spoon or, Twenty-two delegates voted for u» 
ou the different ballots. 


It I* a little singular that all four of the can- 


didate* aboiitd be from the old Free Democrat- 
ic party, and throe of them editor*. Jn such 
circumstances, the Whig portion repreiented 
by tke Sentiml bad It In their power to turn the 
scale, and they preferred tke bar to the press. 
We feel under deep obligations to the friend* 
who supported ui to constantly during the si* 
Wlotttoga, We fowl proud, ton, of the vote 
for u* from this County. We were strongly en- 
dorsed at home. Hitherto, In our contests with 
the Slave Power, we have been encouraged by 
the strong Free Soil counties of this District, 
for whuae came and candidate* we have labor- 
ed earnestly and faithfully, and have not expect- 
ed a strong support from this county, which hat 
be«a the (eat and strength of Hunkerism.— 
We therefore feel more grateful for the gener- 
ou* support we have received at home, than we 
should have done fora nomination from frlunda 
•broad without tuoh a home rapport. 


The eandidate nominated. Judge SPOOKKH, 


of Walworth, i* worthy of the confidence and 
suffrages of the people of thl* Congressional 
I>btrict. Wo had hoped, indeed, to »ee him 
on thu bench of the Supreme Court, a* being 
noe of the beat qualified in the State by hi* 
ability and principle*, to help render that Court 
» bulwark against the encroachments of the 
Federal Government, ami a protection to the 
liberties of the people. But the Convention 
decided that he should represent this District 
ia> Ike seat Cangress, and we trust the people 
will ratify that decision, by a rouiing majority. 
We need give no assurance* that we shall •tip- 
port him ftith a tight good will. We »hould 
not have been a eandtd*t« agatnit Judge Spong- 
er, had we known that be wa« really a candi- 
date.

But elsewhere in all this coru-grawing country 
the crop must be very short. As a consequence 
tbe purk aud beef produced this seamm will 
fall short of the usual quantity one-halt at least. 
Then let our Wisconsin farmers improve the 
opportunity, as their corn crop is good, and 
there ia no doubt but all the Pork and Beef 
which we can make, will command highly re* 
uiunerotive prices. The profits on the products 
of Wisconsin this year will be euffioient to fin 
iah the two or three leading railrond enterpri- 
ses in the State, and our farmers could make 
no bettor investments,
